[dangerous to the common weale, among other pꝛouided xeſfabliſhed,one 
good 3 benefictall ſtatute, entituled, an acte foz the continuance ofmaking 
21 ofcappes.By meane of which ſtatute, great numbers of idle, pooꝛe, and im⸗ 
potent perſons were foꝛ a ſeaſon ſet on woꝛke, while the awe of the ſaid ſta⸗ 
”/ A tute, and feare of due execution thereofcontinued, tothe marueilous great 
commoditie ofthis Realme, and helpe ofthe needie, and redꝛeſſe of pll occupied perſons, as by the experience 
thereok hath bene manifeſtly pꝛoued. Ind whereas neuertheles by litle and litle, the diſobedience and wan⸗ 
fon diſoꝛder ot euil diſpoſed and light perſons, moꝛe regarding pꝛiuate fancie and vanitie, then publike come 
moditie oꝛ reſpectofduetie,hath increaſed by want of execution of the ſapd law, whereby thoſe good and ho⸗ 
neſt ſubiects that haue by meanes of the ſayd ſtatute, ſet to woꝛke a great number of pooꝛe people, are like to 
be dꝛiuen to giue ouer their ſayd trade of maning caps, and to ſend abꝛoad againe into idleneſſe and miſery, 
thoſe multitudes that haue bene by them relieued: whereby is lificly to grow great enoꝛmitp and inconuc- 
uience, ił ſpeedy remedy therefoze be not in time pꝛouided. The Queenes moſt excellent Maieſty therefoꝛe 
tenderly conſidering the pzemiſles, ſtraitlpy chargeth and commaundeth all Juſtices of Aſſiſes, Juſtices of 
peace, Matozs,Shirifes, Bailiffes,and other head officersof Cities, Bozoughs,and Townes coꝛpoꝛate, and 
the Lozds,Stewards,Balliffes,and other officers of Leetes, Lawdapes, and liberties, and all and ünguler 
Conſtables,Thirdbozoughs,Tithingmen, Churchwardens, and all other her Highneſle ſubiccts, to whom 
the executing oꝛ putting in vꝛe of the ſame ſtatute any way may appertayn, that euery one ot them accoꝛding 
to his office, place, and calling, doe their vttermoſt endeuour koꝛ the due execution of the ſayd ſtatute: and 
that they the ſayd Bayliffes, Conſtables, Thirdboꝛoughs, Tithingmen, Churchwardens, and all other in⸗ 
kerioꝛ officers,and euerp of them, doe euery Sunday,and feſtiuall dap, make diligent view and ſearch in all 
Churches,Chappels,and al other places within the circuites and compaſſes of their offices and authoꝛitieg, 
fo: all and ſinguler bꝛeakers and offenders of the ſaide ſtatute, and without delay cauſe the names ofalſuch 
offendours,and of the parents,gardians, gouernours, and maſters ol euerp child, ſeruant, and warde, ſo of- 
fending, together with the day and place ok the offence committed, to be then wꝛitten, and to be La wfullp and 
oꝛderly pꝛeſented, at ſuch Alliles, Seſſions, oꝛ Courtg next after ſuch offences)as haue authoꝛity to enquire 
_ 02 determine the ſaid offences; And that all Maioꝛs, Shirifes, and Bailikes of Cities, Boꝛoughs # Towns 
coꝛpoꝛate, and all lozds of Leetes, Lawdayes, and Liberties, doe immediatlp vpon the pꝛoclamation hercok, 
call befoze them all the ſapd Conſtables, Thirdboꝛoughs, Tithingmen, Churchwardens, inkeriour Batlifs, 
and all other the aboueſaidinferiour officers, that hal be vnder their charge of gouernment, and them and 
euery ofthem koꝛthwith in our names doe ſtraitly charge and command, that they, and euerp ol them, to the 
vttermoſt of their po wers, do euery Sondap and feſtiuall dap, make ſuch diligent view and ſearch, and ſuch 
note alſo of the names of al ſuch offenders, a ſuch pꝛeſentment of all ſuch offences as is aboueſaid: And that 
all Juſtices of Aſſiſes,and Juſtices of peace in their Circuits and Seſſions, 3 al Stewards in their Leetes, 
vpon paine of her Maieſties high diſpleaſure, omit not in any wiſe from time to time, ſpectally to giue in 
charge, and cauſe tobe inquired of all offences againſt the ſayd ſtatute committed oꝛ to be committed within 
their ſeuerall pꝛecincts oꝛ iuriſdictions, and alſo do duely heare and determine the ſame, puniſhing euery ot 
the ſaid oſtenders accoꝛding tothe ſaid ſtatute: And that al the ſaid loꝛds a owners ol Leets and Lawdaxes. 
doe as much as in euerp of them ſhall lie, to cauſe their ſtewards thꝛoughly to execute their office and autho⸗ 
ritie, accoꝛding to the ſame ſtatute, and that vpon euery ſuch offence founde, both the ſaid owners ok Leets, 
and alſo the rulers and cheife gouernours ol euery Citie, Boꝛough, Towne, oꝛ Hamlet, where any ſuch of- 
fence ſhall be tried and found, chall doe their vttermoſt indeuour by the Law to recouer, haue, and obteine of 
eueryſuch offender, all the penalties to them oꝛ any ol them, by the ſayd ſtatute foꝛfeited, oꝛ to be fozteited,
